The others 
numbering In ezcess of 10,-OQ, ura 
denied the right to vote or in any 
other way exercise the, privilege of 
the average American to govern. 
Under the state law only a par-

Demand for Package and 


Canned Goods Proves of 


Much Benefit.

NEW YORK, Dec. J<J. — The gro- 
cers are not going to be left behind 
in the Christmas trade this year. 
They are "putting up the front" and 
opening- up the rear doors in prepa- 
ration for a tremendous business. 
The grocery stores this season have 
more attractive windo-w 
decora- 
tions than ever before and their 
volume of business has been spurred 
rather than checked by advancing 
prices', necessitating constant 
re- 
newals of stocks. 
One of the chief characters of 
the season, the grocers say. Is the 
tendency of the housewife to buy 
in smaller quantities and more of 
the packag-e g:oods oft which the 
margin of profit is excellent. The 
undoubted increase in demand for 
canned goods also has strengthened 
the grocer's position. 
There was 
a shoxtage of new pack fruits and 
vegetables and this caused decided- 
ly higher prices. Tomatoes, corn, 
peaches, apricots and berries -were 
the worst 
hit and packers ivere 
able to deliver only 40 to 50 per 
cent of contracts in some cases. 
Prices in consequence advanced al- 
most to 1918 levels.

Relations Between Corn and 


Hogs Now Unfavorable - 


to Latter.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—"Eat ani 
prow thin," has become the motto 
of the American hog, according- to 
farmers of the country and many o) 
the raisers are getting rid of their 
animals as fast as possible in con- 
sequence 
All previous records for 
receipts of hogs at Chicago were 
broken this month, 382,000 being 
marketed in the week of Decem- 
ter 6, and 122,000 being disposed 
of Monday. 
The determination to get rid o~f 
their hogs which would be held 
and fattened under normal circum- 
stances, has been brought about by 
the high price of corn. The supply 
of old corn is beginning to run out 
while the nc"w crop is, r.rjch. of It 
soft, of inferior" Quality and of little 
value in fattening While quality 
and weight of animals now com- 
ing to the packers pens is better 
than a month ago, they are still 
under normal. 
' 


NO REPLACEMENTS. 
These heavy stocks 
are being 
brought into market with no re7- 
placements in sight. The number 
of sows kept 
for breeding pur- 
poses last year was 20 per cenl 
under the ten average. 
Owing tk 
cold weather last spring a smallef 
number of pigs from each litter 
reached maturity. Farrowings thi» 
fall were 10 to 15 per cent unde: 
those of last year. 
These conditions point strongly 
to higher prices for meat products 
for every American breakfast tab'e 
and dinner table. 
In commenting- 
on this situation today, Louis "F. 
Swift, president of the Swift and 
company, packers, said:

"Although corn and hog produc- 
tion have brought fairly good rec; 
turns to producers this year, tha 
relation between 
corn 
and 
hog 
prices has for some time ft-jen un- 
favorable for the raising- of hogs. 
As a, result of this and the small 
1S24 corn crop, prices for 1025 
be higher. 
More or less lianida- 
tion has been going on in the range 
cattle country, and it is generally 
thought that reduced marketings . 
for cattle are in prospect. The poor 
yield and the poor quality of tha 
corn crop have already cut down 
the quality of hogs and cattle 
coming to market and there Is a 
general feeling that there will be 
higher prices for hogs and catfle* 
especially for finished animals.

"Ladles' Booms," one for white 
women—Senoras Blanco—and on* 
for colored. 


On« day In Panama, being un> 


awar» of this distinction, I wan- 
dered Into the colored section. All 
was scrupulously neat, tidy, clean, 
hygienic, and nothing could bavt 
been more respectful and courte- 
ous than the treatment I received 
from my colored sisters. 


Presently one who spoke English 


pointed out my mistake and po- 
Jitely guided me to the department 
for Senoras Blanco. 


And here,-to my dismay and as- 


tonishment, things were by no 
means neat, and scrupulously hygi- 
enic. Paper was strewn about the 
floor In wasteful profusion, water 
had been slopped around, dirty 
powder rags, hair pins, old gloves, 
etc., gave dreadful evidence that 
.senoras bianco are, in the mass, by 
no means dainty. 
I remarked upon this to the col- 


ored attendant, and she smiled 
enigmatically. 
Yes, she said, It 


would make me much astonish- 
ment should I know how dirty, in- 
considerate, and thoroughly sloppy 
these white ladies could be. 
Perhaps, she volunteered polite- 


ly, it was because the senoras 
bianco were in the habit of bavins 
people -wait upon them and clear- 
ing up after them, whereas the 
colored women were used to doing 
housework and therefore had this 
greater 
consideration 
for 
each 


other. 


Now you must admit this was a 


bit of a shock, later I talked to 
the colored attendan on nx, bank's 
rest room—where all the woman 


1 customers were "white." She, too, 
' told a sorry tale of unbelievably 
dirty habits, of toilets left un- 
flushed or stopped up with refuse, 
! of towels used for cleaning shoes 
and other improper purposes, of 
the use of common powder rags 


j and lipsticks, or even incredibly 
[ soiled and torn underwear changed 
and left behind in the washroom. 


Soon I was to find that cham- 


bermaids in hotels, even 
quite 


smart hotels, have the same horrid 
story to tell. Oh, sometimes surely 
there are clean and dainty senoras 
bianco, but many of them, so very 
many of them, are incredibly slov- 
enly. 
Creams and powders slopped 


over good rugs, fine towels used 
for make-up rags, holes burned in 
dresser scarfs with cigarettes, me- 
dicines spilled all over the place, 
hot irons left to burn -grievous 
marks in fine mahogany furniture, 
food refuse left about, crumbs all 
over the floor. 


And what about the men, I 


wanted to know—were they even 
worse? 


Why, no, not worse, but bad 


enough. Their dirt took on a dif- 
ferent order—more untidiness than 
dirtiness, and much of it due to 
smoking and spilling the ash and 
matches anywhere, and through 
not putting their clothes away. But 
tidy, neat, scruppnlously clean peo- 
ple, she assured me, were really 
quite rare. She had come to be- 
lieve that most of the people that 
travelled were careless and untidy, 
to say the least. Perhaps the clean 
people, good housekeeping people, 
used to well ordered homes and 
properly trained, did not travel so 
much. 


Now this horrid tale comes out 


of America and is about Americana 
mostly—the nation that considers 
it leads the world in sanitation, 
hygiene, personal cleanliness and 
all the rest of it. Perhaps it ia 
true of other nationalities as well 
—but it has no right to he possible 
of us. It la high time we mended 
our ways, high time we improved 
the reputation of senoras bianco. 
Otherwise, you know, there is a, 
good deal of a grim joke about 
that segregation of rest rooms on 
our behalf. It may so easily b» 
for the benefit of our colored sis- 
ters.
